Adminiftration of Juftice, for mitiga- 
in many Cafes the Rigour of the Laws, whofe 
udgments are ticd down to fixed and unalterable 
freee and for opening a Way to the Right and 
Equity ifa Caufe for which the Law cannot in all 
Cafes make, a fufficient Provifion, have notwith- 
ftanding been too feldom regularly held in this Pro- 
vince, ia fuch a Mannet ‘as the aggrieved 
might: obtain the Reliet which by fuch Courts 
ought to be granted + And whereas. the Reprefen- 
tatives of the Freemen of this Province taking the 
fame into their. Coofideration, did at their laf 
Meetiig in Affembly requeft me, that would 
with the Affiftaoce of the Council open and 
hold fach a Court for this Province.’ Ta the end

And his Majefty’s Judges of his fupreme Courts, a8 
as well’ as the Juftices of inferior Courts, and all 
others whom it may concern, are required to take 
Notice hereof, and to goveto themfelves accord-
